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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 18-29 are allowed. 

The closest prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the PTO-892 of the 
previous Office Action. The cited prior art does not disclose a dielectric stack, including 
a continuous monocrystalline silicon nitride layer, formed on the hydrogen baked 
surfaces of the trenches, the dielectric stack for forming a node dielectric between 
electrodes of the trench capacitor. Therefore, the Claims are allowable over the cited 
prior art.
